EMPHASIS IS ON “GOOD 
APPLES”: CROP LARGE 
W hether it is for “teacher” or 
the general trade, the apple which 
"makes the grade’’ this year has 
to be good. A large crop is in pros­ 
pect and extreme care and judg­ 
ment in harvesting and selling is 
necessary. 
Growers in Lawrence county and 
throughout the whole state will be 
harvesting 
about 
9V* 
million 
bushels, o r a little better than dou­ 
ble the relatively small crop of a 
year ago. 
Current estimates indi­ 
cate a crop of around 129 million 
bushels 
for 
the 
whole 
United 
States. 
Poor fruit will be difficult to sell 
this year. 
It can hardly show a 
profit. 
Even good fruit will not 
show a profit unless it reaches the 
consumer in good condition. 
Thus 
care in handling to avoid bruising 
becomes important. 
Because 
inferior 
grades 
are 
1’kely to bring low prices, hand­ 
ling costs must be kept at a m ini­ 
mum if they are to show a profit 
Storage space is short. 
So, culls 
and drops will have to take what 
is left after space is provided for 
the first-qualitv fruit. 


RESEARCH IMPROVING 
ARTIFICIAL BREEDING 
Research workers in the field of 
artificial breeding have been try ­ 
ing for several years to find a way 
i f keeping bull semen fertile for a 
week or longer. 
This would make 
every bull in a stud available to 
the 
dairyman 
seven 
days 
each 
week and permit m em bers of an 
artificial 
breeding association to 
practice line breeding. 
Some progress has been made 
in this direction and, at the pres­ 
ent time, semen from most bulls 
ran be kept for 3 or 4 days with 
’ittle decrease in breeding effi­ 
ciency. 
In most of the artificial 
breeding 
associations, 
semen 
is 
collected from each bull once every 
7 to 10 days. 
The semen is ex­ 


amined, processed, and shipped to 
each of the technicians in the field 
so that it is received the following 
day. 
in order to get the most out of 
artificial breeding, each dairyman 
should become familiar with the 
semen 
collection 
schedule 
and 
know when each bull is available. 
Experience has shown that the av­ 
erage breeding efficiency for most 
bulls is about 75 per cent on the 
Jay following collection. 70 per 
ent on the second day, and about 
80 to 65 per cent on the third day. 
Thus, any m em ber of the associa­ 
tion has a choice of 2 to 6 bulls 
each day in the week 
Members 
■ hould tell the technician which 
,ull they want when they report 
cows for breeding so that the tech­ 
nician will know which semen he 
'-hould use to breed each cow.
